BEAR  REGULATIONS 

BLACK  BEAR 

Opens  from  March  15,  1969  to  November  30,  1 969  in  all  game  districts 
excepting  in  areas  listed  below  which  are  closed  to  all  bear  hunting. 

Cub  black  bears  or  female  black  bears  with  cubs  at  side  may  be  taken 
only  from  September  15  to  November  30,  1969  in  the  districts  open  to 
black  bear  hunting. 

A  resident  who  holds  any  current  big  game  license,  and  a  nonresident 
who  holds  a  current  $151.00  license  is  authorized  to  take  one  (1)  black  bear 
during  the  license  year.  Black  bear  tags  are  required  only  when  taken  on  a 
nonresident  $35.00  license. 

Nonresident  $35.00  Special  Black  Bear  License  (Available  only  from 
Fish  and  Game  offices) 

Valid  from  March  15  through  August  31,  1969  in  the  following 
counties:  Beaverhead,  Broadwater,  Carbon,  Cascade,  Chouteau,  Deer  Lodge, 
Fergus,  Flathead,  Gallatin,  Glacier,  Granite,  Jefferson,  Judith  Basin,  Lake, 
Lewis  and  Clark,  Liberty,  Lincoln,  Madison,  Meagher,  Mineral,  Missoula, 
Park,  Petroleum,  Pondera,  Powell,  Ravalli,  Sanders,  Silver  Bow,  Stillwater, 
Sweet  Grass,  Teton,  Toole  and  Wheatland. 

GRIZZLY  BEAR 

Seasons  will  begin  with  deer  or  elk  seasons  in  all  districts  except  in  areas 
specified  as  closed.  The  grizzly  season  shall  close  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
with  the  closure  of  the  general  deer  or  elk  season  (whichever  closes  latest)  in 
respective  districts. 

Cub  grizzly  bears  or  female  grizzlies  with  cubs  at  side  may  not  be  taken. 

CLOSED  TO  ALL  BEAR  HUNTING 

All  State  Game  Preserves  and  State  Parks. 

That  portion  of  Gallatin  county  lying  within  the  following  described 
boundary:  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  U.S.  highway  191  and  the 
Madision  River,  thence  south  on  U.  S.  191  to  Gibbon  Avenue  at  West 
Yellowstone,  thence  east  on  Gibbon  Avenue  to  the  Yellowstone  Park 
boundary,  thence  north  along  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  boundary  to 
the  Madison  River,  thence  down  the  Madison  River  to  its  intersection  with 
U.  S.  Highway  191,  the  point  of  beginning. 

(Gallatin  Closed  Area)  That  portion  of  Gallatin  county  lying  within  the 
following  described  boundary:  Beginning  at  Daly  Pass  on  the  Yellowstone 
National  Park  boundary,  thence  in  northwesterly  direction  following  the 
horse  trail  to  the  headwaters  of  the  South  Fork  of  Buffalo  Horn  Creek, 
thence  down  the  South  Fork  of  Buffalo  Horn  Creek  to  the  Main  Buffalo 
Horn  Creek,  thence  down  the  main  Buffalo  Horn  Creek  to  the  West  Gallatin 
River,  thence  up  the  west  Gallatin  River  to  the  mouth  of  Sage  Creek,  thence 
up  Sage  Creek  to  the  confluence  of  Big  Sage  and  Little  Sage  Creeks,  thence 
southerly  along  the  divide  between  Big  and  Little  Sage  Creeks  to  Sage 
Mountain,  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the  Madison-Gallatin  Divide 
to  the  boundary  of  Yellowstone  National  Park,  thence  in  a  north  and 
easterly  direction  along  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  boundary  to  Daly 
Pass,  the  point  of  beginning. 

(Boulder  River  Closure)  The  following  described  areas  shall  be  closed  to 
bear  hunting  July  1,  1969  through  August  31,  1969: 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile 
north  and  one-half  mile  south  of  the  Clydehurst  Christian  Ranch  located  in 
Sections  25  and  26,  Township  4  South,  Range  1 2  East,  Sweet  Grass  county. 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile 
north  and  one-half  mile  south  of  the  Hell’s  Canyon  Ranch  located  in  Section 
23,  Township  5  South,  Range  12  East,  Sweet  Grass  county. 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile 
north  and  one-half  mile  south  of  the  Mimanogish  Camp  located  in  Section 
26,  Township  5  South,  Range  12  East,  Sweet  Grass  county. 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile 
north  and  one-half  mile  south  of  the  Lazy  Day  Ranch  located  in  Section  21 , 
Township  6  South,  Range  1 2  East,  Park  county. 

The  above  areas  are  located  on  the  main  Boulder  River  south  of  Big 
Timber  and  will  be  posted.

Special  Deer  Archery  Seasons 

All  legally  described  deer  districts  shall  be  open  to  archery  hunting  for 
leer  from  September  21  through  October  12,  1969  with  the  exception  of 
Districts  410,  62  and  63  which  shall  remain  open  through  October  19,  1969. 

NONRESIDENT  $35.00  DEER 

A  holder  of  a  nonresident  $35.00  deer  license  need  not  be  accompanied 
by  a  resident  when  hunting  deer.  However,  each  $35.00  deer  license  is  valid 
only  in  the  hunting  district  specified  on  the  license.

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  seasons,  limits,  and 
regulations  listed  hereon  shall  govern  the  1969  deer,  elk,  and  bear  seasons.

February  21 ,  1969 
HUNTING  HOURS 

The  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  adopted  and  published  Sunrise-Sunset 
Tables  for  determining  hunting  hours,  (revised,  1965).  These  tables  are  based  on 
Mountain  Standard  Time.  During  periods  that  Daylight  Saving  Time  is  in  effect,  one  (1) 
hour  should  be  added  to  time  indicated  in  the  tables  in  order  to  determine  proper  hunting 
hours. 

Open  season  for  hunting  shall  be  one-half  (Vi)  hour  before  sunrise  until  one-half  (Vi) 
hour  after  sunset  on  each  day  as  indicated  by  dates  for  each  game  district  and 
Sunrise-Sunset  Tables. 

GAME  HUNTING  DISTRICTS 

The  State  has  been  divided  into  legally  described  game  hunting  districts  designated 
by  a  number,  wherein  the  limits,  season  dates,  species  and  sex  of  game  animals  which  may 
be  taken  are  specified. 

CALIBER 

There  are  no  caliber  limitations.  It  is  prohibited  to  use  any  poisonous,  explosive  or 
deleterious  substances  on  or  in  any  arrowhead,  bullet  or  projectile. 

It  is  prohibited  to  use  a  shotgun  to  shoot  deer  except  with  loads  of  0  buck.  00  buck 
or  single  ball  loads. 


CLOSED  AREAS 

The  entire  state  shall  be  closed  to  the  hunting  of  all  big  game  animals  except  as 
specified  under  the  numbered  district  regulations.  To  insure  a  proper  harvest  of  game, 
seasons  may  be  closed  on  two  days  notice  or  if  necessary  may  be  reopened. 

All  State  Game  Preserves  and  State  Parks  shall  be  closed  to  hunting  unless  otherwise 
specified  in  State  Park  Regulations. 

GAME  TAGS 

Immediately  after  killing  a  game  animal,  you  must  properly  tag  the  animal  as 
directed  on  the  tags  or  licenses. 

GUIDE  LAW 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  nonresident  to  hunt  big  game  animals  in  Montana  unless  he  is 
accompanied  by  a  resident  licensed  to  hunt  game  animals;  provided  that  a  nonresident 
need  not  be  accompanied  when  hunting  deer  in  certain  designated  deer  districts  or 
antelope  in  certain  designated  antelope  districts. 

GRIZZLY  TROPHY 

A  grizzly  bear  Trophy  License  must  be  purchased  within  ten  (10)  days  after  date  of 
kill. 

It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  to  remove  any  portion  of  a  grizzly  bear  from  the  State 
of  Montana  without  first  having  obtained  a  Trophy  License 

GAME  LIMITS 

Deer  or  Elk  taken  during  the  archery  season  shall  count  on  the  season  limit  for  each 
hunter. 

Deer -The  limit  shall  be  no  more  than  two  (2)  deer  per  person  per  license  year. 

Elk-The  limit  shall  be  no  more  than  one  (1)  elk  per  person  per  license  year. 

Black  Bear  The  limit  shall  be  no  more  than  one  black  bear  or  color  phase  of  black 
bear  per  person  per  license  year. 

Grizzly  Bear -The  limit  shall  be  no  more  than  one  (1)  grizzly  bear  per  person  per 
license  year. 


UNLAWFUL  TO 

It  is  unlawful  to  hunt  or  take  any  game  animal  without  having  a  valid  license  on  your 
person. 

It  is  unlawful  to  transfer  your  license  or  use  any  license  or  tag  issued  to  another 
person. 

It  is  unlawful  to  shoot  game  animals  on  or  from  any  public  highway. 

It  is  unlawful  to  shoot  or  attempt  to  shoot  game  animals  with  the  aid  of  artificial 
light. 

It  is  unlawful  to  hunt  big  game  animals  without  wearing  as  an  exterior  garment  a  cap 
or  hat,  shirt,  jacket,  coat  or  sweater  of  a  bright  red,  orange,  or  yellow  color. 

It  is  unlawful  to  shoot  game  animals  or  game  birds  from  an  automobile  or  other 
self-propelled  vehicle. 

It  is  unlawful  for  persons  under  twelve  (12)  years  of  age  to  purchase  hunting  licenses 
or  hunt  game  animals  or  game  birds. 

It  is  unlawful  to  use  firearms  in  any  manner  in  the  hunting  and/or  killing  of  any 
game  animals  during  an  archery  season. 

Unless  you  have  permission,  it  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment 
or  both  to  hunt  on  the  enclosed  land  of  another  or  to  destroy  any  fence  or  other 
enclosure  for  the  purpose  of  entering  on  the  land  of  another. 

It  is  unlawful  to  hunt  any  game  animals  or  game  birds  or  to  carry  or  discharge  any 
firearms  or  create  any  other  unlawful  disturbance  in  any  legislative  or  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  created  game  preserve. 

It  is  unlawful  to  purchase  more  than  one  of  the  same  kind  of  game  licenses  during 
one  license  year. 

ARCHERY  SEASONS 

During  special  archery  seasons,  each  hunter  must  possess  an  archery  stamp  in 
addition  to  a  game  license  for  the  species  being  hunted.  During  special  archery  seasons 
only  long  bows  and  arrows  may  be  used. 


SPECIAL  ELK 
ARCHERY  SEASONS 

The  following  hunting  districts  shall  be  open  to  the  archery  hunting  of 
either  sex  elk  from  Sept.  21  through  Oct.  12:  Districts  10,  13,  23,  28,  36 
310,  311,314,  361,47,48,  49,413,418,472,  55,  56. 

The  following  hunting  districts  shall  be  open  to  the  archery  hunting  of 
antlered  bull  elk  only  from  Sept.  21  through  Oct.  12:  Districts  51,  52,  54 
58. 

The  following  hunting  districts  shall  be  open  to  the  archery  hunting  of 
either  sex  elk  from  Sept.  2 1  through  Oct.  19:  Districts  4 1 0,  62,  63 . 


PERMIT  DRAWINGS 

Montana  law  requires  that  all  drawings  for  special  elk  permits  must  be 
held  in  the  town  which  has  suitable  accommodations  for  the  persons  who 
will  attend  the  drawing  nearest  to  the  area  to  be  hunted,  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  drawing  be  held  in  a  city  or  town  more  distant  than  the  county  seat 
nearest  to  the  area  to  be  hunted.  Application  may  no  longer  be  made  by 
mail. 

Application  instructions,  drawing  dates  and  drawing  locations  for  Special 
Either  Sex  Elk  permits  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date.
